Mas it please Your Majesty, 

In accordance with the provisions of the Act of Parlia- 
ment founding the Queen’s Colleges in Ireland, I have the 
honour of submitting to Your Majesty my report of the 
condition and proceedings of Queen’s College, Galway, for 
the session ended Sth June, 1907. 

The usual tables of statistics will be found in the Appen- 
dices. 

The total number of students in attendance was 111, being 
one less than the number for the previous session. Of these 
53 came from the province of Connaught, and 39 from Ulster. 
There were 17 women students. 

Of a total number of 62 senior and junior Scholarships 
awarded at the beginning of the session, 27 were gained by 
students from Connaught, 26 by students from Ulster, 8 by 
students from Munster, and one by a student from Leinster. 

The distinctions gained at the Royal University examina- 
tion in 1906 were as follows : —

making a total of 33, an advance of 5 on the number for the 
previous session. Miss Mary J. Donovan was awarded a 
Scholarship in Modern Literature, and Mr. William S. Mills, 
m.a., b.e., obtained the degree of Doctor of Science in 
Chemistry. When regard is had to the fact that this College 
is very inadequately represented on the Examining Boards of 
the University, these results must be deemed most satisfac- 
tory.

In the same 
institution the Principal, W. J. Gannon, m.a., and Mr. T. 
Stuart, m.a. , D.sc., Lecturer in Mathematics, both of this 
College, are now Recognised Teachers of the London Univer- 
sity in Physics and Mathematics, respectively. 

Mr. S. J. Compton, b.a., has been awarded a Fellowship 
of £120 at Princeton University for a Thesis on " Erasmus 
and Luther as Reformers.” 

Professor J. A. M'Clelland, m.a.. has obtained the honorary 
degree of D.Sc. from the Royal University of Ireland in recog- 
nition of his valuable contributions to Physical Science.
